Carter okays 
latest arms 
for Israel 

WASHINGTON. — The Carter Ad- 
ministration, which has pledged to 
take a harder look at overseas arms 
sales, has decided to go ahead with a 
weapons deal with Israel that was 
controversial when then-Prerident 
Ford first proposed It, government 
sources said yesterday. 

The deal involves CBU72 anti- 
personnel concussion bom bs that 
raised criticism when they were 
used in the Vietnam war; infrared 
nlght-vlslOR devices so new that U.S. 
forces do not yet have them: and 
MB0 tanks and artillery pieces, the 
sources said. 

The sources, who complained that 
the deal was drawn up quickly in the 
latter days of the presidential cam- 
paign without normal consultations 
with the State and Defence 
departments, said: 

• The transaction Is ready to go 
through under credits that forgive 50 
per cent of payments. 

• ‘ Pentagon officials are preparing 
formal letters of offer tor the items. 

• The State Department says 
Congress maybe consulted about the 
$7m. sale because the issue is so sen- 
sitive. 

The concussion bombs k£Q every 
living thing within their explosive 
radius, either by bursting internal 
organs or in a firestorm which 
fallows the blast of a fuel-air mixture 
and eats up the atmosphere quickly. 
.Informed observers said the 
bombs could he particularly useful 
against Arab anti-aircraft missile 
rites or antitank minefields and thus 
“disturb the military balance.” 
Israel would get about 2,000 of them 
In the deal. 

Carter said recently the State 
Department “will be much more 
hesitant in the future to recommend 
to the Defence Department the 
culmination of arms sales 
agreements” and he would personal- 
ly review all approvals.

Ja’abari meets Rabin 

Jordan-Israel gap 
on West Bank wide

The Israel and the Jordanian 
positions over a West Bank settle- 
ment remain wide apart In view of 
the large gap separating their con- 
cepts on the issue. This was the im- 
pression gained at the end of a 
meeting between Prime Minister 
Rabin In Jerusalem yesterday with 
the Influential former mayor of 
Hebron, Sheikh Mohammed Ali 
Ja’abari. who has Just returned from 
an extensive trip to Jordan where he 
held talks with King Hussein. 
Ja'abari on Sunday had briefed 
Defence Minister Shimon Peres on 
his meetings in Amman. 

Both the Prime Minister and 
Ja'abari declined to issue a state- 
ment after their talks. The Hebron 
leader, however, took pains to stress 
that he brought no messages from 
Amman while he bore none when he 
went there. He said that the Premier 
and himself had only exchanged im- 
pressions on current regional 
problems. 

The Jerusalem Post however 
learned that Ja'abari had relayed 
Jordan's insistence on the restora- 
tion of the entire West Bank as well 
aa East Jerusalem. This was 
described as as unqualified condi- 
tion for negotiating a settlement with 
Amman. 

Rabin’s reply was that Israel was 
willing to embark on peace 
negotiations with Jordan as well aa 
Syria and Egypt — without the PLO 
— at the Geneva conference. He 
stressed Ida belief that the parties 
had no choice but to hammer out a 
lasting settlement to the Israel-Arab 
conflict. ' 

The Prime Minister Is understood 
to have said that Jordan will have to 
consider territorial compromises 
with Israel, noting that the Jorda- 
nian Government could not be 
different from Syria and Egypt in 
that respect. He emphasized that in 
negotiating an overall settlement, 
Syria and E gypt will also have to set- 
tle for territorial comprises. Israel 
would do Its utmost to reach peace 
agreements with the neighbouring 
countries against mutual con- 
cessions, but under no cir- 
cumstances would Israel pull back to 
the pre-1967 war frontiers. 

Rabin recalled the wisdom of 
Hussein's grandfather. King Ab- 
dullah, who realized the Importance 
of territorial compromises when 
concluding the 1949 armistice with 
XsraeL

WASHINGTON.— The State Depart- 
ment said yesterday that the Syrian 
forces moving towards southern 
Lebanon were part of the “Arab 
peacekeeping force” under the 
supervision of Lebanese President 
Sarkis. 

During questioning at the dally 
press briefing, acting department 
spokesman Frederick Brown said 
the Syrian troops were part of an 
“Arabdeterrent force.”

The heads of state of Egypt, 
Syria and Jordan are expected 
to meet tat Damascus next month 
at a mini-summit aimed at 
accelerating the three countries* 
offensive to achieve an overall 
settlement to the Middle East 
conflict, reports from Damascus 
said last night. 

The reports Implied that the three 
Arab leaders — Egypt's Anwar 
Sadat, Syria's Hafez Assad and Jor- 
dan's King Hussein — might convene 
their conference in the first half of 
February before the arrival in the 
region of new U.S. Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vttncc. 

Tbe reports said that the 
Damascus parley was expected to be 
attended by Yasser Arafat, head of 
the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion. If true, this would be the first 
encounter between Hussein and 
Arafat since the 1974 Rabat Arab 
summit which decreed that the West 
Bank was the PLO’s responsibility. 
Jordan since has been manoeuvring 
its way back into tbe area. 

A call tor the formulation of a com- 
mon Arab strategy waa yesterday 
voiced by Hussein who said that the 
Arab states confronting Israel and 
the Palestinians should coordinate 
their future moves carefully if they 
were to achieve any progress in dis- 
cussions. 

In an interview with Beirut's “sl- 
Anwar” newspaper, Hussein said 
that he feared the Arab position was 
too weak for an early resumption of 
the Geneva conference. .He said that 
the Arabs should go to Geneva to 
speak from a position of strength. He 


added that the Arabs must unite 
their military potentials, even 
though they may not need to use 
force. He warned of the growth of 
Israel's military power since the 
1973 war. stressing that any hasty 
Arab military venture was bound to 
lead to another disaster. 

Hussein said that he “personally 
would caution against over- 
optimism” over resumption of the 
Geneva conference, noting that 
negotiations there were not going to 
be easy. The Jordanian monarch 
then questioned whether Israel 
would yield to Arab demands for 
total withdrawal to the pre-1967 war 
frontiers. If Israel does not do so, 
Hussein asked, then what is the 
alternative? 

Hussein expressed the belief that 
the Middle East conflict would 
receive much attention from the new 
Garter Administration. But, he add- 
ed. “I cannot say right now what 
course the policy of that new ad- 
ministration win take." 

He reiterated that — in contrast to 
the Rabat summit implications — 
the political future of the West Bank 
should be decided by the people of 
that territory in a referendum. 

In reply to a question, Hussein said 
that Jordan and Syria were now “on 
the road leading to federation” 
between them. 

Hussein also denied claims that he 
had last year backed down on the 
purchase of Soviet-made ground-to- 
air SAM missiles because of Saudi 
Arabian pressure. “The switch back 
to i American-made) Hawk missiles 
waa because the U.S. lowered the 
price and offered easier payment 
facilities while the Soviets insisted 
on cash on delivery, 1 ? Hussein said. 


Beirut PM: Syrians 
not close to Israel

Lebanese Premier Sail™ el-Hoos 
yesterday indicated that the Syrian- 
dominated Arab League peacekeep- 
ing troops were staying clear of 
southern Lebanon bordering on 
Israel, though the force had sent a 
number of units to take control of the 
area near Nabatiyeh off the Ldtani 
river. 

Hoss said that the Arab troops had 
not moved “deep" southwards, In- 
dicating that there had been no 
movement across the Litani river — 
reportedly set by Israel as a 'Yed 
line” limit for the advance of any 
non-Lebanese Arab troops. 

The Lebanese Premier’s remark 
coincided with reports that 
Washington has launched extensive 
contacts with Beirut and Damascus 
over tbe extent of Syrian troop move- 
ment southward. Washington was 
said to have initiated those contacts 
after an Israel request. for 
clarifications on Syrian intentions in 
southern Lebanon. 

Hoss'sald that Arab troops stayed 
out of southern Lebanon. He noted 
that Beirut was aware the force’s ad- 
vance Into that area would lead to 
Israel repercussions. When asked by 


Lebanese newsmen whether Beirut 
was warned about an Israel reac- 
tion, Hoss said: "That la why the 
Arab peace force has not entered 
deep into the south.” He reiterated 
that Beirut was taking pains to 
reorganize a Lebanese security 
force for southern Lebanon. 

Meanwhile, the advance of the 
Syrian troops to Nabatiyeh has in- 
troduced no substantial changes in 
that area. 

Post military reporter Hirsh Good- 
man writes: 

Israel military sources said 
yesterday that they Intended taking 
no direct action against the limited 
Syrian military presence near 
Nabatiyeh. some 15 km. from the 
Israel border. 

A senior source told The Post that 
since the entry of Syrian troops into 
Lebanon late December, Israel has 
consistently maintained a very large 
force along the border, and that this 
was sufficient to handle any sudden 
developments.

TEL AVIV.— Police have been able 
to solve only 12 per cent of the 
robberies, burglaries and thefts, Tel 
Aviv police district commander, 
Moshe. Tiomkin, told reporters 
yesterday as he summed up police 
activities in his area for 1978. 

The detection rate of other crimes, 
however, was much higher, he 
claimed. For example, 79 per cent of ' 
the murderers and attempted 
murderers were caught. 

The statistics would he very 
different, according to Tiomkin, If 
the courts acted faster. At present 
some 800 individuals wander the 
streets who have been charged with 
criminal offences but are free on 
bail. While awaiting trial they are 
likely to commit more thefts and 
break-ins, Tiomkin said. 

In 1976 the Tel Aviv district had 
nine murders, 99 robberies, 6,752 
burglaries of business premises, 11 ,- 
978 break-ins at private apartments. 


5,406 car thefts, 20,647 thefts of 
various kinds, 28 cases of rape, 1,679 
cases of assault, 867 cases of 
pickpocketing and 14,518 other 
criminal violations. 

Tiomkin said that last year, Tel 
Aviv police seized 278 grams of 
heroin, 87 grams of cocaine, 3.82 
kilograms of opium, 31.1 kg. of 
hash is h and 1.65 kg. of marijuana.

Drug pusher shot on Jaffa street

TEL AVIV. — A 22-year-old drug 
pusher was found lying in' a pool of 
blood an a Jaffa street an hour after 
midnight yesterday. He had been 
shot and is repeated as being In 
serious condition at Donofo Hospital. 

Police have arrested five suspects, 
all known drug pushers, and are 
looking far a sixth. 

The attack took place onRehov 57 
and police believe that the victim, 
Mohammed Ay ash, was shot from a 
Lark automobile that was found 
abandoned nearby. A driver who 
passed the sdene about 1.30 a.m. saw 


Ayash lying In the street and took 
him to the hospital. 

Since October there have been two 
murders and possibly a third, in 
what may be an underworld war 
over territory. 

In October Victor Vakila was shot 
and billed outside & Jaffa cafe. That 
same month the body of Ezra (Tati) 
Shabtai was found In a well. He had 
been shot four times in the back. 

His friend, Ya'akov Avraham, who 
disappeared about the same time, is 
still missing and police believe he 
may have been murdered as well. 
All three men dealt in drugs.

TEL AyiV. — The Coordinating 
Bureau of Economic Organizations 
yesterday formally rejected an anti- 
inflation package deal which would 
have entailed the wholesale freezing 
of prices of manufactured goods, 
wages, services and dividends on In- 
dustrial shares. 

' The bureau accepted, Instead, a 
suggestion that - a government com- 
mittee be set up to reformulate the 
“deal” more precisely than in the 
first version. 

Finance Minister Yehoshua 
Rabinowttz and Commerce Minister 
Haim Bar -Lev presented their out- 
line of a 'deal to the Bureau ex- 
ecutive. A Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion spokesman said the Bureau 
found the proposals “much too 
vague." 

“What happened was that we werfe 
asked to agree to something we knew 
very little about," the spokesman 
said. "It was a sign first and read it 
later proposal. We want to know just 
what will be frozen and what won’t — 


the loopholes and all — and also to be 
given a chance to have our say." he 
added. 

No immediate measures are ex- 
pected to be taken by the Treasury 
following the employers’ reaction, 
The Jerusalem Post learned yester- 
day. 

Some Treasury officials, in fact, 
foresaw yesterday's development 
They said that It Is Impossible to 
reach an agreement in a public 
meeting between the finance 
minister and Industrialists. For 
some reason the subject was not 
dealt with, discreetly and it is no sur- 
prise that the Idea failed. 

But yesterday's failure will not 
basically change the economic 
forecast, the officials felt. The 
national budget was not based on a 
price and wage freeze. A freeze 
would have had more of a psy- 
chological than an economic impact. 
It would now be more difficult to 
delay negotiations with the unions — 
but there are unlikely to be substan- 
tial changes in the economic outlook.

The Israel Corporation has 
recovered 35m., or 60 per cent of its

scandal, according to a statement 
put out by the company yesterday. 

The statement recalled that, when 
the scandal was about to be exposed, 
Michael Tzur, then the company's 
managing director, and Tibor 
Rosenbaum, recipient of EC funds il- 
licitly channelled to him, tried at the 
last minute to create a “consortium” 
of creditors. 

The creditors would have set up a 
new company that would assign 
itself fictitious assets, allegedly suf- 
ficient to cover the losses. But the IC 
would have nothing to do with such a 
cover-up operation, the statement 
declares. 

Another group — representatives 
of the IC's German investors, 
together with shareholder Shaul 
Eisenberg, had offered to purchase 
the company's claims against 
Rosenbaum. It was later discovered 
that these potential purchasers had 
got formal control of certain Rosen- 
baum entities, which would have 
allowed them to receive moneys 
owed to Rosenbaum by a number of 
IC subsidiaries. 

In other words, the IC says, they 
had planned to purchase the com- 
pany's claims with money that 
belonged in fact to the company. But 
the IC board also rejected this 
manoeuvre. 

The IC admits however that It was

vest in the IC on the following con- 
ditions: 

■ That the IC take a sizeable loan 
from the Germans. (The German 
Government stipulated that there 
should be a 2:1 ratio between loan 
and equity.) 

• That commissions be paid to the 
Foreign Trade Bank and to a third 
party, which had been left in the 
lurch by the switch of funds to the IC. 
The use of these commissions for 
private ends was the main charge 
against Tzur. 

Tzur Illegally obtained some of 
these commissions, and with other 
IC resources invested them in Vaduz 
companies connected with Swiss 
financier Dr. Tibor Rosenbaum. 
When Rosenbaum's Swiss Inter- 
national Credit Bank failed in 1974, 
IC and Its subsidiaries lost large 
amounts of money. 

After Tzur was charged with his 
own particular offence and found 
guilty. It was still felt Important to 
investigate the role of the IC board of 
directors, and to find out to what ex- 
tent they had known and had control 
oyer Tan-. Here is what the Comp- 
troller found: 

• The acting chairman of the 
board's executive committee, 
Mordechai Liman, used to sign 
checks transferring money to 
various Rosenbaum companies 
without knowing what he was doing 
and to whom the money was sent. 
The Comptroller says that Limon 
should have been much more 
cautious. 

• The executive committee decided 
to appoint a comptroller for the XC 
but never took any action on this. 

• Although at one time Limon was 
unhappy about the transactions with 
Rosenbaum, and although he dis- 
cussed this more than once with 
Tzur. he did not take action on this, 
nor even ever raise the subject at the 
board's meetings. 


• Thcn-IC board member Ernest 
Japhet, at the time director-general 
of Bank Leumi, had been most un- 
happy about Tzur's activities. Back 
in 1971 he had told the board that he 
saw no use in his participation In the 
board “which cannot act properly if 
it cannot supervise". Japhet had 
talked about this with the chairman 
of the board, Baron Edmund de 
Rothschild, but with no noticeable 
success. 

Chi this topic the Comptroller con- 
cludes: “Japhet's resignation from 
the board in September 1973 could 
have served as a warning sign as to 
the way the company worked” ... 
But he docs not totally clear Japhet, 
because “Bank Leumi appointed 
Japhet's deputy to his post on the IC 
board, thus minimising the 
significance of his resignation”. 

The Comptroller is more critical of 
the directors in another aspect: the 
double roles some of them played 
which caused conflict of interests. 
He adds that Tsur used these con- 
tradictions for his personal ends. 
Here are some of them: 

• David Golan and the Foreign 
Trade Bank had an interest In the 
deal with the German Group: His 
bank got one per cent (8180,000) in 
commissions. 

■ Board chairman Rothschild, 
through his Swiss company 
Promotex, hired Tzur for an $125,000 
fee to advise him on a deal he was 
making separately with the German 
group. The Comptroller states that 
* “such deals should have been 
' brought to the attention of the board 
and been approved by it un- 
animously”. This of course was not 
done. (Rothschild explained that he 
intended to do so before any action 
on the deal took place.) 

• Bank Leumi and probably Bank 
Hapoalim were Involved In financing 
the loan which the German group In- 
sisted that IC take. At first, the Ger- 
mans got a loan from Rosenbaum; 
they then retoaned it to IC. which 


deposited the money in turn back 
with Rosenbaum's bank. 

But in 1971 this so called “circular 
deal” was changed. Instead of 
Rosenbaum giving the loan to the 
German group, this was done 
through three foreign companies: 
Luxlnvest,- controlled by Bank 
Leumi, which lent $8m.; Ocelot of 
Vaduz — which is thought to be con- 
trolled by a Bank Hapoalim sub- 
sidiary in London — lent $20.5m. t 
and Comtrafin, ownership unknown, 
supplied $5. 5m. 

To stress how Important the con- 
flicts of interests were in the day-to- 
day work of IC, the Comptroller 
quotes Mordechai Limon: 

“On a few occasions Baron 
Rothschild inquired where the 
money was. Tzur responded that the 
board of directors and the executive 
committee included' representatives 
of all the major banks: Bank Leumi, 
Bank Hapoalim and Bank Discount. 
It Is Inconvenient that the banks 
learn details about one another 
because they compete and each 
wants to draw money to Itself,” Tzur 
had said. 

The main cause of the faults at IC, 
'the Comptroller concludes, lay in the 
criminal deeds Tzur carried out in 
collaboration with. Rosenbaum. 
However, some lessons could be 
learned. They are: 

• That ultimate personal trust In a 
senior employee cannot replace 
proper supervision facilities. 

• That the board of directors should 
be constructed in such a way that 
every action it takes be at all times 
under supervision of a sufficient 
number of directors who have no In- 
terest in the action other than the 
company’s well-being. 

• That it Is desirable that directors 
having other interests inform other 
directors of these, and also refrain 
from participating in decisions con- 
cerning these particular Interests. 


State Comptroller himself, 

The memorandum stresses that 
the State Comptroller's represen- 
tative on the IC premises had failed 
to expose the fraud. 

But the Comptroller's office had in 
fact cautioned the IC against 
depositing excessive sums with the 
unnamed “institution," which turn- 
ed out to be Rosenbaum's trust In 
Vaduz. The IC however emphasizes 
that these warnings were given not 
to the board but to Tzur himself. 

Since then the board has adopted a 
programme of reorganization, the 
statement says, with new auditors, 
an audit committee, an internal con- 
troller, and a new system of control 
over bank accounts. 


MKs to discuss

Inquest rules 
girl’s death 
a suicide 


HAIFA. — The inquest in the death 
of Tamar Peretz — which lasted 
over a year — concluded that the girl 
soldier was not murdered but com- 
mitted suicide. 

Tamar's body was found in 
January.3976, in a forest near the 
Danya quarter on the Carmel. Near 
It was a small plastic bottle con- 
taining poison, but the pathological 
tests showed no traces of poison in 
her body, and this led to suspicions of 
foul play. 

A psychiatrist who had treated 
Tamar sold she had no suicidal 
tendencies. A Haifa woman ac- 
quainted with Tamar reported that 
she had dated someone named 
Honan, who drove a Subaru.

WASHINGTON. — Griffin B. Bell — 
President Jimmy Carter's most con- 
troversial cabinet appointee — was 
sworn in yesterday as U.S. Attorney 
General, after being confirmed on 
Wednesday by a 75-21 Senate vote. 

Chief Justice Warren -EL Burger 
administered the oath to the 58-year- 
old Atlanta lawyer as President 
Garter told a crowd of about 700 
dignitaries and Department 
employees, “this is a great day in 
the life of our nation.” 

Five liberal Democrats had 
joined 16 Republicans in voting 
against Bell, who came under fire 
tor his record on civil rights, his 
political ties to Carter and his 
membership in private clubs that ex- 
clude Blacks. 

Bell was also accused of forcing ' 
Clarence Kelley, director of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
(FBI), out of office. 

Xhe FBI announced on Tuesday 
that Kelley would retire next 
January 1 — more than six years 
before Us 10 -year term of office Is 
due to expire. 

Republican Robert Dole accused 
Bell of forcing Kelley out. But fellow 
Republican John Danforth of 
Missouri said Kelley was retiring 
voluntarily; and a Justice Depart- 
ment spokesman said Kelley's letter 
announcing his resignation was 
written on his own initiative. 

Dole, losing Republican Vice- 


President candidate in last 
November's elections, said that' 
Bell’s statement that he would sack 
Kelley had been made without ad- 
vance consultation with the FBI 
director. 

“This shows a lack of sensitlvlty, , ' 
Dole said. 

Kelley became the first permanent 
head of the FBI since J. Edgar 
Hoover died in May 1972.

WEST BERLIN. -r U.S. Vice- 
President Walter Mondale said 
yesterday that the UJ3. Is prepared 
to use whatever means may be 
necessary to preserve the freedom of 
West Berlin. 

During a two-hour visit here. Mon- 
dale linked the future of West Berlin 
with East-West detente and said any 
attempts to alter Berlin's special 
'status would place a heavy burden 
on progress towards relaxing Inter- 
national tension. 

Speaking at a ceremony in West 
Berlin’s town hall, before flying on to 
Rome, he said: "We will leave no 
doubt that the U.S. stands by Its com- 
mitment to use whatever means 
may be necessary to resist any 
attempt to undermine the freedom of 
this city." 

He warned East Germany and the 
Soviet Union that if they tampered 
with the tour-power arrangements 
covering both sectors of the city laid 
down in war-time agreements and 
confirmed In 1973. the result 
would be to "vastly complicate" 
processes of detente. 

The East Germans have recently 
stated that the four-power 
arrangements now, apply only to 
West Berlin. 

The Vice-President was “visibly 
pale" after mounting the “Kennedy 
observation post" on the Berlin wall, 
which gave him a view of the Com- 
munist sector of the city. 

Talks originally planned with West 
Berlin Mayor Klaus Schuetz were 
cancelled, and instead the two men 
held short discussions In the car tak- 
ing them from the wall to the City 
Hall in Schoeneberg. 

West German Foreign Minister 
Hans -Dietrich Genscher travelled in 
the same car as the Vice-President. 
Genscher’s presence hi West Berlin 
was expected to draw a sharp 
protest from the Blast Berlin govern- 
ment that Bonn was exceeding its 
rights in the city.

HONG KONG. — An annoyed Scot- 
tish businessman may have just 
entered the Guinness Book of 
Records by travelling about 17,500 
kms. to answer a summons for a 
parking ticket — only to find he had 
nothing to do with the vehicle in 
question.

tor the mix-up. 

Asked for confirmation on the 
matter, the Hong Kong 
government's legal department said 
yesterday that Shaws "has made a 
claim through his solicitor tor com- 
pensation. We have no comment to 
make." 

Meanwhile, Shaws travelled 
another 17,500 kms. home. (AF)

Violence forces Suarez 


to cancel Mideast trip 


MADRID. (AP) — Police rein- 
forcements were ordered into 
Madrid yesterday to try to stem in- 
creasing political violence, as 
Premier Adolfo Suarez called off a 
trip to the Middle Blast because of 
the growing unrest across Spain. 

A Foreign Ministry announcement 
said Foreign Minister Marcellno 
Oreja would substitute for the 
Premier on the official visit to 
Egypt, Syria and Iraq. 

Senor Suarez presided over a 
cabinet meeting yesterday to discuss 
the wave of violence in which seven 
people have been killed and which 
many fear could be aimed at trigger- 
ing a military coup. 

Police meanwhile swarmed over 
the capital's str e et s in jeeps and 
buses amid fears of disorders at a 
funeral for five left-wing lawyers 
slain by right wing extremists. 

Thousands of workers In factories 
and offices throughout the country 
struck in protest against the kllllngB. 
Madrid's industrial area was 
reported to be shut down, and 
newspaper reports estimated 60,000 
workers on strike In Bilbao. 


Yesterday, right-wing extremists 
calling themselves the Apostolic 
Anti-Communist Alliance (AAA) 
claimed responsibility for killing the 
left-wing lawyers in a machine-gun 
attack. They also claimed credit for. 
gunning down a 19-year-old student 
during a demonstration, the national 
news agency Ctfra reported. 


Cifra said an anonymous 
'telephone caller had warned there 
would be a “night of the long knives" 
if kidnapped Lieutenant-General 
Emilio Vlilaescustf* Quills Is ex- 
ecuted by his left-wing (captors). 

The army chief of staff, 
Lieutenant-General Jose Vega 
Rodriguez, told reporters that Mon- 
day's kidnapping of General 
VUlaescusa, 64, had angered the 
armed farces. 


But he said: “It is a stupid and 
useless provocation. The army has 
shown unquestionably its 
apolitlcism, serenity and con- 
fidence." 

He discounted rumours of a possi- 
ble state of emergency being 
declared. (AP. Reuter). 


No room in paradise 


HONOLULU — - Declaring that 
Hawaii is being spoiled by too 
many people, Governor George 
ATlyoahl on Tuesday urged 
passage 'of a constitutional 
amendment to stem the tide of 
new residents. 

“The programme I propose will 
put this state In direct confronta- 
tion with the present laws of this 
land and possibly even the Con- 
stitution of the U.S., Azlyoshi ad- 
mitted in his State of the State 
message, 

"Hawaii is a n a ti onal treasure, 
but it is a very fragile one which 
can be easily destroyed by over- 
population and excessive 
demands on its resources," he 
told the legislature. 

The Democratic Governor, 
himself the son of immigrants 
from Japan, blamed rapid pop- 
ulation growth for the State’s 
problems of high unemployment, 
disappearing open apace and ris- 
ing crime. 


Since Hawaii achieved 
statehood in 1969, Its population 
has grown from '622,000 to 864,900 
in 1975 — a rate nearly double the 
U.S. national average. 

Federal action would be re- 
quired to slow the flow to the 
island, he said. He also called for 
legislation to channel more im- 
migrants from foreign countries 
to other states. 

To curb immigration from the 
other 49 states, however, 
Ariyoshi proposed a con- 
. stituttonal amendment to permit 
states to aet residency re- 
quirements for welfare, public 
employment and housing. 

He.faces trouble, however. In a 
New York case In 1971, the U.S. 
Supreme Court overturned state 
residency requirements for 
welfare. States may not restrict 
free travel without a compelling 
state Interest, the court ruled, 
and residency rules tend to 
restrict interstate travel. ' 


Cairo: Communists formed 


4 groups to topple gov’t. 


CAIRO. — An investigation of 200 
suspected Communists arrested dur- 
ing last week’s disorders showed 
they had formed four secret 
organizations to overthrow the 
government, the semi-official 
newspaper “Al-Ahrara" reported 
yesterday. 

The paper quoted Egypt's 
prosecutor-general as saying the 
cases of the 200 suspected com- 
munists were being investigated 
separately from those of 1,000 other 
persons arrested in the riots. The 
disorders were sparked by an an- 
nouncement of higher food prices, 
which were later rescinded. 

Die prosecutor indicated there 
were Egyptian military men among 
the suspects. He said they would be 
charged with forming secret 
organizations to transform the 
poli tical, economic and social 
system by violent means. 

In Kuwait, however, the. 


newspaper "A) RaJ" took issue with 
the Egyptian explanation of the 
riots. It said in an editorial yester- 
day that it thought the riots were the 
result of mismanagement and cor- 
ruption, rather than lack of Arab 
economic assistance. 

“Our brothers in Egypt know well 
that the (Arab) oil countries have 
done their best to help Egypt over- 
come Its economic problems.... hut 
the oil countries are not responsible 
for the bad administration, payoffs 
and other scandals plaguing Egyp- 
tian society," the paper said. 

Die editorial also took issue with 
Egyptian claims that the Com- 
munists were behind the distur- 
bances. 

"Is it the intention of the Egyptian 
mass media to frighten the olLcoun- 
trfes, or Is It a conspiracy to stir up a 
war between the Arab rich and 
poor." the newspaper asked.

China leader: Appeasing 


U.S. to gain time 


HONG KONG. — Die main thrust of 
Peking's "America Policy" is to 
block Soviet- American detente and 
buy time for China, according to 
remarks attributed to a high official 
of the Chinese Communist Party. 

To accomplish this, the official 
said, China must “positively im- 
prove" relations with the UJ3. 

China's policy towards the U.S. 
was outlined in a speech supposedly 
made last August by Keng Piao. a 
veteran diplomat and director of the 
party's international liaison office. 
He also is a full member of the Party 
Central Committee. 


A copy of Keng'a speech, made 


before graduates of China's foreign 
affairs academy, waz obtained by 
Nationalist Chinese Intelligence 
agents and made available by 
Nationalist officials. 

Diplomatic analysts specializing 
in Chinese affaire said the speech 
appeared to be authentic. They said 
remarks attributed to Keng were 
consistent with policy statements 
issued recently by Peking and with 
remarks made by Chinese leaders 
during the past few weeks to foreign 
visitors. 


Among other things, Keng said 
that to make foe UA more aware of 


the dangers of detente, China would 
be inviting "more influential 
Americans to toll them repeatedly 
our views toward the situation and 
make clear that detente with the 
Soviet Union la impracticabl e ." 

King told the budding diplomats 
that the Taiwan issue was the main 
obstacle to normalisation of Slno- 
Am eric an relations, but still of 
secondary Importance. 

"What concerns us at present is 
not entirely the question of Taiwan," 
Keng waa quoted as saying. “We 
have waited for nearly 26 years and 
we- can still wait. 

“Under the current world situa- 
tion^ first of all, we have to deal with 
our number one enemy, Soviet 
revisionist social imperialism. All 
others are secondary questions. The 
situation will force the U.S. to make 
careful consideration and change its 
decision.

This is basically the same 
massage that has come through in 
foreign policy statements from Pek- 
ing earlier this month, obviously In- 
tended for the new administration of 
President Jimmy Carter.

LONDON. — Changes in the ageing 
Soviet leadership, mainly In 
preparation for the opening of talks 
on arms control and detente with the 
new Carter Administration in 
Washington, are expected In high- 
level Communist circles in Eastern 
Europe. 

According to Yugoslav sources, 
the changes wfll be carried out by 
Soviet Party leader Leonid 
Brezhnev, who In the past year has 
emerged as a dominant force, con- 
trolling affairs In the Kremlin as no 
one man has since the forced retire- 
ment of Nikita Khrushchev In 1964. 
There is no suggestion that Brezhnev 
himself will quit the political scene 
immediately. His health, which had 
in recent years seemed failing, has 
apparently Improved. All the same. 
East European observers do not ex- 
pect him to remain an active leader 
for a long enough period to carry out 
accommodation with President 
Carter. 

' It appears, though, that Brezhnev 
needs to pave the way for the 
forthcoming talks with the U.S. by 
replacing his ageing colleagues In 
the Kremlin with younger men, who 
will be responsible for carrying out 
any agreements reached with 
Washington. 

The crucial issue of the succession 
has preoccupied Brezhnev and his 
comrades in the leadership since 
long before the 25th Party Congress 
in Moscow last February. The 
Congress produced only a few per- 
sonnel changes, apparently due to a

TODAY we call American witch- 
hunting * 'McCarthyism.” In fact, 
McCarthy got the go-ahead from 
Harry Truman, who introduced the 
Loyalty Oath. To refuse to sign it 
meant Instant dlamlisal from 
Government service, often without 
any hearing. The Loyalty Oath led In 
turn to the Attorney-General's List, 
about 2oo groups or organizations 
that he considered Communist or 
Communist-front. No evidence was 
over produced. The list had no stan- 
ding in law but nevertheless became 
the witch-hunter's charter. 

Using that list as a foundation, two 
ex-FBI men, Theodore Kirkpatrick 
and Vincent Hartnett, produced 
their own list, published in book form 
as Red Channel* and that book 
became the blackUstOr'a blble. A 
copy was In the desk of every dim. 

radio and TV executive. Every name 
in the book was automatically 
blacklisted unless the person named 
was willing to "dear" himself. 

There was only one way to do that. 
Tou volunteered to appear as a 
friendly witness before the House 
Committee on Un-American Ac- 
tivities or, later, Senator Joseph 
McCarthy’s Internal Security Com- 
mittee. Once there you abased 
yourself, grovelled and, most Impor- 
tant. you shopped your friends, you 
named names, to prove your sinceri- 
ty. In fact, without naming names, 
you never got cleared.

Parlour games 


IT WAS NOT quite accidental that 
EMa was the first u ms Z had ever 
been present at a pre-election 
parlour meeting. In 1M9. when the 
elections were held for the First 
Knesset, this type of political cam- 
paigning was not common in Israel, 
possibly because few “parlours” 
were available. In any case there 
had been no doubt in my mind then* 
as to which letter of the alphabet 
would be on my ballot-slip. Some 
subsequent elections I missed 
because of absence from the country 
(and almost any party promising an 
overseas vote to Foreign Ministry 
personnel serving abroad would be 
sure of my support). 

Z therefore accepted with alacrity 
an invitation to a parlour meeting 
to hear what the new Democratic 
Movement for Change has to offer 
the electorate. Democracy la my cup 
of tea and change la in the air. 

■ But by their very nature, parlour 
meetings have their drawbacks. One 
cannot expect any party to send its F 
15 supeostar to a gathering of a few 
dozen people, not that it is necessari- 
ly a bod thing for the potential voter 
to be deprived of the emotional 
stimulus of charisma. However, we 
did have the two men responsible far 
drawing up the blue-print for the 
DllCa platform and they were- 
Wfia thtt ’ tltojR 
were not experts in every field. 

The DMC, of course, was unex- 
pectedly tripped up on its way to the 
elections when — as one of the 
speakers was careful to remind vs, 
though not in those, words — Mr. 
Rabin pulled the rug out from under 
Its feet fay advancing the elections by 
six months. The movement's seven 
founding members (an eighth, we 
were told, had been forced to 
withdraw by certain pressures) bad 
begun to formulate the movement's 
policies In the belief that they had a 
year ahead of them. Then Mr. Rabin 
made bis surprise move and they 
bad to get down to work with a 
vengeance. Their various com- 
mittees have been working through 
the nights in order to produce 
something, concrete to offer the elec- 
torate. 

The unexpected haste thus forced 
on them his led them, like their 
ancestors leaving Egypt, to omit the 
yeast from their political provender. 
What they are offering the public at 
the moment Is not. of course, the 
bread of affliction, but It seems un- 
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leavened, if not half-baked. 

Not that there was anything ob- 
viously unacceptable to many of us. 
“Do not join our movement,” one of 
the spokesman said, “unless you 
subscribe to our main principles; 
Jm*ael la a Jewish and democratic 
state; Israel must have secure 
borders and Jerusalem must be Its 
capital; Israel must be prepared to 
give up territories." Everyone will 
agree with the statement that It 
would be intolerable to have Jorda- 
nian tanks rolling up the road from 
Jericho to Jerusalem or forNetanya 
once again to be within shelling 
range of enemy country. 

Election promises? The major one 
is that the party will demand elec- 
toral reform within a year. Another 
is that It will not enter a Cabinet 
where portfolios are distributed on 
an "ethnic" basis since this la one 
reason for the crippling prollfera- 
■tlon of ministries. 

Perhaps this is enough for many 
voters to go on, enough lor them to 
give the DMC the “short-term 
credit" for which Its spokesman 
appealed. But even a short-term loan 
needs some kind of collateral and 
this was not forthcoming, even with 
regard to the bumlngjsaue of elec- 
toral reform. , . 

. • • 

r When a member of the aadiencC 
asked what specific electoral system 
had been decided iipoh,' the 
spokesman had to admit (and one 
must give him credit for being 
honest about it) that this had not yet 
been settled. All he could say was 
that dozens of examples had been 
studied, that seven were- still under 
consideration and that at the mo- 
ment the Irish system (on which he 


did not elaborate) appeared the most 
promising. 

As to economic policy, the DMC 
spokesmen deplored our present 
overwhelming dependence on the 
United States which could leave us 
out on a limb. And they warned that 
the country will be in a bad way by 
1980, when the full force of the Com- 
mon Market agreement is felt, un- 
less matters are taken drastically in 
hand. “But don't expect us to bring 
you economic miracles overnight. Zt 
will take at least two years to get the 
economy moving again," they add- 
ed. 

There were questions from the 
audience.

What about bridging the 
social gap? How are they going to 
get through to the "second Israel"?

The replies were hardly explicit or 
satisfying. Except for the emphasis 
on the nomination of Knesset can- 
didates by secret ballot, the 
programme appeared like a 
“laundered" Maps! platform, with a 
starched white collar to suit 
academics and the liberal 
bourgeoisie. 

If parlour "meetings at the . moment 
mean that' the hungry sheep look up 
and are not fed. perhaps, the new 
movement Would be better advised 
to give them up until it has the 
answers to the public’s questions. 
Otherwise many voters in search of 
change will either find themselves 
casting their ballots on May 27 for 
the some old bride in the same old 
veil or as haphazardly as they buy 
tickets in Mifai Hapayia.

Learning to ‘live like Israelis’ 


GADERA. — "All the Israelis used 
to laugh at us for putting milk in our 
tea. Now, if they say we're crazy, we 
just answer them back!" But 14 
English youngsters have more than 
that to say about a five month stay In 
hoarding school here.

"That 
means sharing the same dormitories 
and activities, as well .as spending 
free weekends in the homes of our 
pupils who are mostly from under- 
privileged Oriental families. We 
want the guests to see the difficulties 
as well as the beauties of living 
here.” , 

Getting used to, highly spiced food 
and "the religious narrow- 
. mlndedness" of some of the pupils at 
the "Glv'ah," were the only dif- 
ficulties the youngsters remember 
encountering when they arrived five 
months ago. "Of course, we were all 
homesick at first, but now, none of us 
want to go back," la their summary. 

If Integration is at least looking in- 
conspicuous In your surroundings, 
then these visitors have achieved it.

Wearing caftans (a fad of their 
Israeli friends), and dressed In. the 
country’s winter uniform of layers of 
sweaters, they seemed to blend 
naturally with their draughty 
classroom. The only tell-tale hints as 
to their nationality were the brightly 
coloured British textbooks peeping 
out of the piles of ulpan literature 
on their desks. 

The segregated part of the 
programme limits Integration with 
the other pupils to mealtimes, sports 


and prayers. "Do they make close 
friends with the Israelis?” “It really, 
depends on the person," they say, 
adding that they get on better with 
the older girls whom they find more 
mature (these 12th graders are now 
teaching them Oriental cooking). 

For most of the English visitors, 
this is the first time they’ve lived in a 
religious framework. “I used to hate 
going to synagogue. Now I love it. es- 
pecially the singing," commented 
one girl, adding that she could now 
understand the words. "Festivals 
are so much easier to observe here," 
said another. 

Ramot. the coordinator- 
counsellor. (affectionately called 
“Aba" by his charges) is doubtful 
that any religious influence will be 
permanent. "Our problem is that 
even if here a boy gets used to laying 
tefillin every morning, in England 
there's little follow up." he says. 
As for the Zionist aims Ramot at- 
taches to this theme — coming on 
aliya is not necessarily the only one. 

Being "good ambassadors" to 
England is another aim that Ramot 
has seen realized. He proudly thrusts 
across his desk a sheaf of news cut- 
tings featuring his pupils at the head 
of pro-Israel demonstrations. 

One teenager told this reporter 
she's “going to start saving up for 
another trip." "I'll join the Zionist 
club when I get bac k ."said another. 
But "I couldn’t live here forever,” 
said one girl. ”1 like Glv’at 
Washington, hut living in a house 
somewhere else in Israel would be a 
different matter....” 

At this, a determined friend in- 
tervened: “I'm going to make my 
parents come on aliya."

A new look at the ankle 


IN GREAT-GRANDMA’S d ay, there 
was only one way to judge a 
women's figure — by her ankles. If 
they were "neat.” ebe was in luck 
and could swish hCr skirts without 
fear. If they were not, she could play 
demure. 

Having outlived the mini-skirt, the 
plunging neckline, and short-shorts, 
I’ve always assumed that the state of 
my ankles was not exactly of prime 
importance. Yet a young male friend 
recently stopped a party cold by 
commenting disparagingly on the 
shabby collection of ankles In the 
room. Judging by the males’ reac- 
tions to this social bomb, women 
have of late been ignoring a very 
vital statistic. 

Half an hour later, on the terrace, 
wc had a good look for ourselves. All 
had ankles that were slightly 
swollen, and only one of us had the 
excuse of being pregnant. No ankle- 
man would have given any of us ft se- 
cond glance. 


After a lengthy, somewhat plain- 
tive discussion about the effects 
of child-bearing.

That ought to be 
of considerable comfort. 1 . De on 
your back and raise your legs in the 
air. Keep your knees slightly bent. 


Flex your feet all the way back 
(heels high, toes pointing 
downward). Then point your toes as 
hard as you can. Repeat about 20 
times. 2. Still lying on your back with 
your legs raised, bicycle 20 times 
with your feet flexed a* hard as 
possible. Now bicycle 20 times with 
your toes pointed. Now try bicycling 
and alternating the movements of 
flexing and pointing your feet. 3. Sit- 
ting on a chair, cross the right leg 
over the left and begin making 
circles with your right foot. Circle 
first in one direction, then reverse 
the direction —8 times in each direc- 
tion. Don't be too concerned If you 
ennnot at first do a total circle. It will 
come. Now cross your left leg over 
the right and circle your right foot. 4. 
Sitting on a chair, grasp your left 
ankle with your bands and massage 
gently, aa though you were wringing 
the water out of a fowl. Massage for 
a few. minutes, then switch to the 
other leg.

TEL AVIV. — Tel Aviv Maccabi, 
winlesa in its last three games and 
appearing to have passed its peak, 
baa a golden opportunity to return to 
winning ways this Saturday when it 
plays host to Haifa Maccabi. 

. The Tel A vivians still are sitting 
pretty at the top of the National 
League with a six-point lead,, but 
their early season sparkle has faded 
In the past month.

Unsporting show of soccer as 
Israel and Greece draw 1:1 


Jerusalem Post Sports Reporter 
RAMAT GAN. — Israel and Greece 
drew 2-1 in a scrappy, unsporting 
“friendly” international soccer 
match at the Ramat Gan stadium 
yesterday. 

1 The Israel team was booed off the 
field at the end of the game by 8,000 
spectators, more because of un- 
necessary rough play than their foot- 
ball. The foremost exponents of 
tackling from behind, sweeping wild- 
ly at opponents' feet and other 
dangerous fouling were defenders 
Halm Bor and Mutsi Leon. Referee 
Jan Redelfs of Germany dealt 
leniently with them and with several 
other Israel players to whom he 
issued yellow warning cards. 


The team aa a whole needs some 
urgent lessons In sporting behaviour 
Attempting to steal a couple of 
metres here and there when free 
kicks are awarded is especially un- 
becoming In an International game. 

Greece took the lead in the first 
minute, when the nippy Papaioan- 
nou slipped by Avi Oohen on the left 
wing "and centred'fof “GAlakoa to' 
shoot in from five metres. Two 


minutes later Klvrastas again baa 
the ball in the Israel net, but was rul- . 
ed offside. 

In the 12 th minute, Moshe 
Schweitzer scored Israel's equalizer, 
when he dashed through the centre 
of the Greek defence to run onto a 
Leon centre from the left and send a 
first time shot past goalkeeper 
Stergloudas. This move by 
Schweitzer was the only .touch of 
flair produced by Israel' in this 
game. 

A minute later Spieglcr's shot 
from 18 metres was blocked In the 
Greek goalmouth. But in the 26th 
minute the Israel goal had an even 
closer escape when Enesterakis had 
only Sorlxnov to beat from close in, 
but the goalie blocked his effort.

KUWAIT. — Kuwait's oil production 
dropped 33 per cent in January to an 
average 1 . 2 m. barrels a day. Oil 
Minister Abdul MuttaJlb aJ-Kazcml 
disclosed yesterday. 

The minister said on some days 
production in January dipped as low 
as 800,000 barrels a day, from an 
average of 3.8 million barrels a day 
In 1B7«. 

Kazeml blamed the low production 
In January on stockpiling late last 
year In anticipation of a price In- 
crease. He said the situation was 


aggravated by a decision by Kuwait 
and 10 other members of the 
Organization of Petroleum Expor- 
ting Countries ta raise prices by 10 
per cent. 

Saudi Arabia, largest exporter in 
OPEC. ,\nd the United Arab 
Emirates refused to raise prices 
more than 5 per cent. 

The oil weekly “Middle East 
Economic Survey” reported last 
week that three countries would bear 
the brunt of output reduction due to 
competition from the combination of 


lower prices and higher production 
by Saudi Arabia and the UAE. 

The journal said these countries 
are Kuwait. Iraq and Iran. It 
reported that total reduction from 
the 11 OPEC members who raised 
prices by 10 per cent might be about 
4m. barrels a day from average 1078 
production of 20m. barrels a day. a 
20 per cent drop. 

It said, however, that the reduc- 
tion for Kuwait, Iraq and Iran would 
be higher because they produce a 
less marketable high sulphur 
medium and heavy crudes. (APj

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GAINESVILLE. Florida. — From 
Florida oranges to Florida tomatoes, 
American consumers will have to 
pay more after last week's freeze 
destroyed nearly all the State's 
winter vegetables and almost half its 
citrus crop for losses exceeding 
f250m. 

As damage estimates mounted 
this week. Governor Rcubin Askew 
asked the federal government to 
declare the state an agriculture dis- 
aster area. 

U.S. Agriculture Secretary Robert 
Bergland said he would visit Florida 
this week to review the damages. A 
disaster declaration from Bergland 
would make growers eligible tor 
special low-cost loans. 

Frank Pope, chairman of the U.S. 
Agriculture Department's Florida 
Emergency Board, which met here 
.on Monday, said -vegetable crop 
losses would amount to "at least 
flOOm. and his initial estimate of 
citrus losses was 8150m. 

The freeze will have an impact on 
consumer prices throughout the 
country, the board said. Industry 
sources said prices of a 8-ounce can 
of frozen orange ‘juice concentrate 


would rise from an average of 22 
cents to 31 cents. 

A 10-day shipment and sales em- 
bargo on fresh oranges and 
grapefruits went into effect on Mon- 
day to prevent spoiled fruit from go- 
ing to market and to give the in- 
dustry time to test the fruit tor 
damage. Oranges that are frozen too 
badly to be shipped can be used for 
Juice. 


Before last week's freeze, this 
year's crop was estimated at a 
record 223 million boxes. Because of 
the record expectations, many citrus 
growers welcomed the first signs of 
freeze damage as a sign they might 
earn higher profits. But in addition 
to ruining more fruit than expected, 
the freeze also may have done per- 
manent damage to some trees, 
growers reported.

The foreign currency reserves held 
by the Bank of Israel rose during 
2976 by $117m. to 31,156m., according 
to Bank of Israel director-general 
Dr. EUezcr Sheffer. He was presen- 
ting to the newspapers his bank's 
balance-sheet tor the year just end- 
ed. Foreign currency assets held by 
the bank rose by S260ra.. due partly 
to the improved trade balance, part- 
ly to a notable decline in speculative 

buying Of foreign currency by the 

public. 

Aa long as Interest rates were low 
(Comparc-d with the rate of price ln- 
flatiom. it was worthwhile gambling 
on devaluations, Sheffer explained 
— by paying foreign debts ahead of 
time, importing bigger stocks of 
goods than are needed, delaying the 
repatriation of earnings, etc. 

A combination of mini- 
devaluations and higher interest 
rates has put an end to this process. 
Net purchases of foreign currency 
by the public were around 5100m. a 
month in the second half of 1673. 
650m. in the first eight months of 
1970. 315m. in the last tour months of 
that year — “and during the first 
three weeks of January this year, net 
sales have been nil,” he concluded. 

The amount of new money pumped ■ 
into circulation during 1970 came to 
IL6b.. of which XL3.3b. represents 
Government borrowings from the 
bonk.' and the rest conversions of 
dollars received by the Government 
into local currency. It was therefore 
necessary to keep credit tight. One. 
method was, as said before, to up in- 
terest rates. Even directed (sub- 
sidized) credit is dearer, with local- 
currency export loans up from 6 to 12 
per cent, dollar export loans still six 
per cent, and working capital loans 
increased to 22 per cent. 


Banks have to pay a bigger fine tor 
running a liquidity deficit (that is, 
depositing “in the central bank a 
smaller proportion of their funds 
than is required by law), which 
reduced that shortfall from IL2.5b. 
to IL200m. 

Dr. Sheffer said that the central 
bank did advance them an extra 
11400m. to help diminish their li- 
quidity deficit — but on the express 
condition that they place a celling on 
their"free** (non -directed) credit. 

As a result of these and other 
measures, the means of payment 

went up by only 24 per cent, and 
credit by the same proportion, in a 
year when prices rose by 38 per cent. 

The Bank of Israel earned 599m. in 
interest on its foreign currency 
assets, as against 6117m. In 1975, the 
decline being due mainly to a toll in 
'interest rates on the world’s money 
markets. 

Looking to the future, Sheffer 
warned that trends are emerging in 
the monetary field which give cause 
tor concern. The means of payment 
are growing too rapidly, be said. 
Relatively small events to budgeting 
or the balance of payments can have 
& major Impact on the monetary 
scene.

“Similarly, an improvement of, 
say 5500m. in Israel's trade balance 
can mean an addition of close to 
IL5 ,000m. in local currency.”

thus STATE Comptroller’s report cm the Israel Corporation, ' 
which is entirely devoted to the Tsur- Rosenbaum scandal, does 
not reveal any facts .that were not known when the story broke 
two years ago. Its most important contribution is the policy con- 
clusions it draws. 

One of them, which emerges starkly from the analysis, is the 
absurdities that arise from over-administration. The so- 
called Investment Corporation Law had made a number of 
privileged tax benefits conditional on the mobilization of at least 
$30m. of capital within three years. 

As the deadline .approached (and it was then difficult to 
reach the target figure, owing to the onset of a business reces- 
sion in the U.S.) efforts were increasingly focused on searching 
feverishly for the missing dollars, regardless of the fact that the 
Israel Corporation did hot at the time have sufficient new pro- 
jects on tap to spend all this sudden infusion of money on. 

The nightmare of rules and regulations seems to exist in Ger- 
many as well.

The complexity of the terms and conditions under which 
governments subsidise capital investment can make that in- 
vestment. a more complicated activity even than it ought to be. 
This aggravates another problem — the tendency of the foreign 
investor in Israel to see his entry into the economic arena as an 
act of grace, almost as a donation to the cause, rather than as a 
-hard-headed act of business. 

It is important that people abroad invest in Israel; but 
seriously, as they would in their own country . Cabinet Ministers 
here ate friendly and they are Zionists, yet they will not — they 
cannot — run the absentee owner's business for him, however 
they welcome his initiative. 

The IC has learnt this lesson. More important, it has 
demonstrated that it is possible to keep a business on a tight 
leash in this country as elsewhere, and to get a decent return out 
of it, as elsewhere. The management crisis described In the 
report, shocking and unpredictable as it was, has brought 
wisdom into the company's deliberations in good time. 

There is every reason to hope that the IC's progress in the 
future will serve as a guide to other potential participators — in 
Israel’s coming phase of renewed economic growth, which is 
now imminent. 


The importance of Bonds 


WHAT MORE can be said in praise of the world-wide Jewish 
organization engaged, for 28 years now. In the sale of Kate of 
Israel Ronds, that has not been said before? What more 
applause can be offered the dedicated volunteers- who make the 
wheels of the Bonds Organization turn, that has not already 
been offered? 

And yet, a few words are in order, by way of welcoming the 
Bond Conference which opened in Haifa yesterday, and is due to 
wind up in Jerusalem next Tuesday. , 

The participating business and community leaders from the 
U.S. and Canada, will, of course, have occasion to acquaint 
themselves with Israel’s current economic ' problems and 
development needs. That is the purpose of the conference. They 
will no doubt carry the message back to their fellow Jews across 
the North American continent. Last year their efforts netted 
cash Bonds sales in the amount of 5311.4m. ; this year, hopefully, 
this near-record ‘will be topped. 

Leaders of the Israel Bonds, who give so munificently of their 
time and money to the cause, are, however, entitled to ask 
whether we in Israel have used our own bootstraps diligently 
enough to pull ourselves up. The answer, obviously, is no, we 
have not. Facing mountainous challenges, as we do, we must try 
harder. 

But by - the same token so should our brethren in the Diaspora. 
Their present share in the budget of Israel’s survival, in- 
valuable as it already is, is by no means excessive. With the ex- 
pected decrease in official U.S. aid, their contribution, of which 
the Bonds are a prime example, will only grow in importance. It 
may indeed be the major means of counteracting the impact of 
massive Arab oil funds. 

By tbeir tangible proof of trust over the years Diaspora Jews 
have nourished the roots of our own confidence. No greater com- 
pliment can be suggested, nor a greater burden of responsibility 
implied.

Syria’s moves in Lebanon 


DA VAR (HiatadruL), recalls that 
Israel had hinted Lt would not oppose 
the entry of a small Syrian force into 
Nabatiyeh and says that in this 
regard, the Syrians have not yet 
crossed the “red line." The paper 
asserts that Israel would not be able 
to acquiesce to any further advance 
by the Syrians. “In order to impose 
order in Nabatiyeh and to establish’ 
control over the terrorist bases In the 
neighbourhood, there is no need fora 
larger force than the one despatched 
by the Syrians. Reinforcement of 
this force or its arming with heavy 
equipment would necessarily be in- 
terpreted as a move of military 
significance vis-a-vis Israel — the 
same applying to a further advance 
of the Syrian force." 

HA’ABETZ ^independent) is con- 
vinced that the Syrians have decided 
to test Israel’s reaction to .a move 
they had so far refrained from 
making: a further military penetra- 
tion in Lebanon and drawing close to 
the Israel border.

STAGNATION, together with an In- 
flation constantly on the verge of 
running away. Is entering- upon its 
fourth year'. 

This state of our affairs will con- 
tinue for at least another two years, 
eyen if the present or another 
government would tomorrow decide 
upon a fundamental change In 
policy. Economic processes have a 
built-in inertia. Thus, Inflation would 
■continue because of pent-up 
pressures that iiave "not yet made 
their impact, and investments, even. 
if decided upon today, take time to 
materialize. 

The budget just presented will, in 
one form or the other, remain the 
policy framework/ and it will rein- 
force present tendencies — official 
declarations notwithstanding. 

- The most damaging aspect of ex- 
isting policy, in the long run. is that it 
is one of zero growth. Sometimes in- 
flation is the price to be paid for at- 
taining structural change, such as 
re-directing production towards ex- 
ports. rather than domestic ■ con- 
sumption. The balance of payments 
crisis after the^Yom Kippur war 
made devaluation, higher taxes and 
other measures, which In combina- 
tion caused inflation, inevitable.' 

Yet in the longer run, we can have 
more exports and fewer imparts, 
more production workers and fewer 
public servants, only if the economy 
grows. Existing structures are dif- 
ficult to modify. It is much easier to ■ 
channel future growth into desirable 
directions. In this respect, the ex- 
isting policy is a failure, which if 
continued, may assume disastrous, 
proportions. 

The official spokesmen for this 
policy describe it as an almost un- 
qualified success. They give credit to 
the measures they have taken for 
events which occurred autonomous- 
ly. It may, therefore, be well to take 
a brief look backwards. 

The economic slowdown is not en- 
tirely of the Government’s making, 
nor is it only the result of what came 
after the Yom Kippur War. The alow-

In the particular case of 1973, this 
was evidently vastly reinforced by 
the economic consequences of the 
Yom Kippur War, including the im- 
pact of the oil price increases on the 
cost of our imports. 

Further mo re, considering the kind 
of immigration we have had In re- 
cent years — almost entirely people 
who had a choice of going elsewhere 
or not coming at all — there was 
necessarily a feed-back: a levelling 
off of immigration induced a slow- 
down in the economy, and that In 
turn reduced the attraction of the 
country for new ollm. 

Although the overwhelming 
restraints imposed by the Yom Kip- 


pur War obscure the picture, the un- 
derlying characteristics of our 


economic performance seem 
curiously similar to what we ex- 
perienced in 1966-67. Now, as then — 
albeit with a vengeance, the 
preceding high level of economic ac- 
tivity caused a deterioration in the 
balance of payments. Imports 
soared, the domestic market ab- 
sorbed products and resources 
which should have gone Into exports, 
and catastrophy loomed. 

As In 1966-67, the Government has

In a 19-page decision. Justice Ber- 
tram Harnett commented that "it no 
doubt offends the personal views of 
some that a man should collect sup- 
port from a woman.. . If one is Im- 
pecunious or disabled, tbe court can 
take that into account and do for a 
man what it can do for a woman. It 
should dwpend in each case on the 
particular familial facts and not the 
gender of the spouse seeking suitable 
support." 

Justice Harnett ordered Mrs. 
Thaler to pay her husband tem- 
porary alimony of $ 600 monthly and 
an interim lawyer's fee of $550 while 
he contes ts her suit for annulment.

HAIR, writes Charles Foley of the 
London "Observer." has acquired 
an almost religious significance- 
nowadays. It has become a symbol 
of youth, rebellion, virility. It has 
lent its name to the most celebrated 
musical of the decade and 
Americans who have lost it are 
prepared to pay thousands of 
dollars to get it back. 

But all is not well with the hair 
restoration industry, with its 
offerings of transplants. Implants, 
hair-weaving and molecular bonding 
for the balding.

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made a dubious virtue out of what is 
a questionable necessity — at least 
as far as 1976 and 1977 are concern- 
ed. The policy -is one of what is- 
euphemistically called “restraint- ” 
The main emphasis in the last three 
years has been on restraining con- 
sumption. The intent was to release 
products and resources for exports 
in order to improve' our balance of 
payments. 


WHAT IS the reasoning behind ex- 
isting economic policy, how is it ex- 
pected to work itself out and by what 
means has it attempted (and is still 
trying) to attain its objectives? 

The basic reasoning runs more or 
less as follows: we must reduce our 
consumption for we do not have the 
foreign exchange needed to support 
it. Since most of "us” are wage and 
salary earners, the bulk of consump- 
tion depends, we are told, upon the 
level of wages. Therefore, if we want 
to reduce or freeze consumption, we 
must first -and foremost freeze or 
reduce wages. 

Now, since employees always — 
.and, as it were, perversely — resist 
any reduction of their wages, we can 
achieve our objective only by 
eroding the real value of their in- 
come. So we devalue tbe currency, 
meaning that what we can buy with 
our income becomes less and less. 
Since our employees have shown In 
the past that they are rather clever, 
we do not devalue in tbe classic 
manner — in massive doses at in- 
frequent intervals. We adopt a 
system of creeping devaluations; 
knowing that most people will not 
mount the barricades for the fail of a 
mere one or two per cent at a tipiein 
real wages. Until they begin to 
protest, we — the economy, the 
national good, the future of the coun- 
try, the balance of payments — have 
gained. 

' What, however, happens to the 
self-employed and to profit takers 
who account for some 40 per cent of 
private consumption — to all the peo- 
ple who imported luxury cars, stereo 
and television sets and other good 
things when the rate of exchange* 
was lower and who can now. charge 
the new price and thus make a gain? 

What happens to those who do not 
yet pay higher wages, at least until 
the Cost of Living allowance has to 
be paid, but who already have jack- 
ed up their prices? 

Well, the theory accounts for that 
quite simply. Since the famous ma- 
jority, the wage-earners, will have 
less real purchasing power, because 
prices have gone up while wages 
have meanwhile lagged behind, 
there will be less demand. With less 
demand, producers and sellers will 
compete and reduce their prices or 
sell less. Thus, they too will bear 
their share of the national sacrifice. 

The trouble is that it does not quite 
work that way. Not in an economy 
where most production, sales, com- 
merce and banking is highly 
monopolistic or only a small group of 
rivals exist in a given market. As a 
rule there will be a tacit conspiracy 
to raise prices. And losses will be 
recouped by the easy access which 
producers of a 11 groups have to sub- 
sidized official credit, nowadays the 
main source of profit in the country, 
and by various subsidies firmly 
anchored in the budget. 

Official policy does not. in effect, 
touch capital at all. On the contrary, 
it outdoes itself to subsidize it, to the 
extent that a significant proportion 
of exports may really be Little more 
than re-export of the machines we 
imported in the first place, with little, 
none, or even a negative value added 
by our own production. Why is this 
so? 

Because our producers value their 
capital goods at the price which they 
actually pay for them in Israeli 
pounds. Now, they get investment 
grants and development loans, 
which are unlinked. Given the 
generous subsidies which they get on 
current .exports it is worth their 
while to export the services of 
machines which depreciate in their 
pound value, and make a handsome 
profit which is then being 
scrupulously maintained by con- 
tinued mini-devaluations. 

The upshot is that the Germans 
and others buy from us products 
made by equipment which we 
originally bought from them but 
which they themselves could not af- 
ford. for they do not subsidize 
capital. We — that is to say, our 
producers — can afford It because 
they do not pay for the capital they 
get. Credit being unlinked they get, 
as Profmsor Barkai has put it. a 
cow and repay a chicken. 

Through our Investment, credit 
and currency policy we often end up 
by subsidizing the foreign buyer of 
our products. We create the illusion 
that we increase exports. In reality 
we merely borrow against the 
future. We shall have to renew the 
machines we use up by exporting 
them on the instalment plan, but the 
means for renewing them will not 
have been created. Although we may 
have short-run balance of payments 
successes, we may end up with a 
long-run loss, which no one has 
measured. 


THE TRUTH of the matter is that 
stagnation is no cure at all. We have. 
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in the last three years, forgone an 
output of a conservative EL30b., at 
1970 prices. That is an outpost which 
we could have produced with little 
additional real cost to the economy 
for we have unutilized capacity. 
What have we gained? 

We did, last year, improve our 
balance of payments by $8 00m. Of 
that, only sojne $3 00m. can be at- 
tributed to our own economic policy. 
The rest was either a postponement 
of defence imports or fortuitous 
changes which were not of our mak-- 
ing. That improvement, - although 
respectable enough in itself, could 
have been, .obtained, at least last 
year, without castrating the 
economy,. ■ 

What we need is a substantial 
change in the relative price of ex- 
ports and Imports, through a 
massive devaluation, accompanied 
by a thorough reform of our customs 
duties and other Indirect taxes. We 
still have a thousand and one 
different effective exchange rates. 
This is one factor which artificially 
Inflates the size of the- budget. We 
must stop or slow down the creeping 
devaluations which only make peo- 
ple hedge against them and thereby 
nullify most of their effects in ad- 
vance. 

What we need is not a freezing of 
wages, nor even a complete freeze of 
domestic consumption. People will 
just not produce more, nor will they 
move to other and different jobs un- 
less they gain something in the 


process. Growth ca>inpt be Oblaip 
without cost. . . 

What we need, in short, is lib 
policy derived from the cautious 
titude typical of a chartered accoj 
tant. We need an audacious and : 
aginative approach, one geared] 
growth. An approach that will 
regard .capital, however illicitly 
cumulated, as sacrosanct. : but 
expoke it to the same, if not xtu 
taxation as the earnings dczl 
from the daily effort of the worl^
